AND PUT IN JAIL

THE GORIN, MO., ROBBERS CAP 
TURED BY POLICE.

Charles Abraham and Lincoln Overfield 
the Two Men 
Caught and 
the 
Former Is so Dangerously Injured 
That He W ill Die—Details of the 
Crime. 


Ch ic a g o, Sept. IO.—Officials of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railroad 
in Chicago are congratulating them ­ 
selves on having nipped in the bud a 
train robbery. 
In the affray with the 
robbers which took place near Gorin, 
Mo., early yesterday m orning Engineer 
Prescott was shot, but not killed. 
The train which was held up was 
the Colorado & U tah express, which 
left Chicago Monday 
afternoon 
at 
5 o’clock. 
The officials, having been 
apprised several days ago th at the 
train was to be stopped by bandits, 
resolved to give the outlaw s a warm* 
reception, so when the engineer pulled 
the lever Monday in the Chicago 
•depot he, as well as the train crew, 
knew there was warm work ahead. 
At Joliet Chief Detective Kenney 
and Detective G. G Montgomery of 
the company got on the train. 
They 
w ere joined a t Streator by two more 
men and a t Galesburg J. IL Mathews 
boarded the train. 
All these special 
officers were armed w ith revolvers 
and in the express car were a num ber 
of W inchester rifles. 
M athews is the man who had dis­ 
covered the-plot to rob the train. 
He 
had found out th a t the robbers expect­ 
ed to get a t least $50,000 and th a t the 
attack would be made near Gorin, Ma 
M athews told details to his partners 
as the train |jpeeded toward F o rt Mad 
ison, Iowa. 
At this point the guards 
were joined by Division Superintend­ 
e n t Stockton of the Wells* Fargo ex­ 
press company. He also brought with 
him four other trusty men. 
Mathews had previously arranged 
w ith a spy he had placed w ith the 
bandits th at the 
train should be 
stopped by a torpedo placed on the 
track and the spy a moment later was 
to flag the train. 
At about 2 o’clock 
the sheriff of Scotland county, in 
which Gorin is situated, got aboard 
the party was now complete and the 
explosion of the torpedo under the 
wheels of the engine began to be ex 
pected. 
One mile east of Gorin the rails are 
laid 
between 
two 
high embank­ 
ments. 
As 
the 
engine stuck its 
headlight out of this cut the looked- 
for explosion of the signal came. En­ 
gineer Prescott gave a sharp whistle, 
applied the air brakes and as the train 
came to a standstill in the darkness 
the expectant guards saw the man 
w ith the flag on the track in front 
aud out of the brush a t the side of the 
road came four armed men wearing 
masKS. 
One rushed up to the engine cab 
and w ith a loud cry of “Throw up 
your hands!” leveled a gun at Pres­ 
cott, at the same instant pulling the 
trigger. 
The bullet struck the engineer in 
the shoulder and he fell to the floor 
of the cab. 
Chief Detective Kenny jumped from 
the cab to the coal on the tender and 
th ru stin g his - gun in the face 
of 
the 
man 
who 
had 
shot 
Pres­ 
cott, pressed the trigger. 
How it was 
th a t the robber escaped having his 
head blown off no one seems to know, 
b u t Mr. B andit scampered off to the 
woods. 
His reception had been too 
warm. 
Kenny’s shot also scared the 
other em ulators of Bill Dalton, stop­ 
ping long enough a t the edge of the 
woods to fire two shots each. 
Engineer Prescott was taken to a 
farm house in Gorin, where his wound 
was dressed, and the train proceeded 
on its way to Kansas City. 
A large posse immediately w ent in 
pursuit of the robbers, who were we! 
known, a spy of the Santa Fe having 
been in the plot from the first. Charles 
Abrahams, the man who shot the en­ 
gineer, was found at his house in 
Gorin, Mo., with his entire rig h t arm 
and shoulder shot to pieces. 
He is 
dying. 
Lincoln Overfield, his accom­ 
plice, who escaped unhurt, was cap­ 
tured later in the day. 
The rest of 
the gang, if there are any more im­ 
plicated, will be apprehended to-day. 
The robbers claim McDaniels, the 
Santa Fe spy, led the men into the at­ 
tem pted robbery and then betrayed 
them.

Reports From Nearly A ll States Tell 
a Slight Nip. 
Ch ic a g o, Sept. 
19.— Reports as to 
the condition of crops throughout the 
country and the general influence of 
w eather on growth, cultivation and 
harvest, made by the directors of the 
different state w eather services of the 
United States w eather bureau and re­ 
ceived by telegraph a t this city, are as 
follows: 
Illinois—Frost in northern portion 
Sept ll; no damage. 
Corn m aturing 
fast; chinch bugs damage some sec­ 
tions. 
Decided improvement in past­ 
ures. 
Ground in excellent condi tion 
for plowing and seeding. 
Indiana — Showers have improved 
pastures and gardens in most sections, 
and seeding progressing rapidly; corn 
m aturing slowly, and is filling well; 
much in shock and most corn free 
from fro st 
Wisconsin—Rain has been general 
in all sections; grass shows a rem ark­ 
able grow th and fall feed is abundant; 
potatoes improving; corn turning out 
better than was expected; cranberries 
nearly all picked; considerable w heat 
and rye sown. 
M innesota—Tem perature above nor­ 
mal; nights cool, with frequent frosts, 
which only damaged garden truck; 
good showers Friday, but more rain 
needed; 
fall 
plowing 
progressing 
rapidly; 
potatoes being dug, yield 
lig h t 
Iowa—Corn generally safe 
from 
frost; more than the usual am ount of 
fall plowing has been done; pastures 
and late-potatoes show marked im­ 
provement. 
M ichigan—Frequent rains of past 
week have benefitted pastures and 
allowed farm ers to push fall plowing 
and w heat sowing in many localities; 
corn cutting nearly all finished; crop 
lig h t 
Nebraska—L ittle change in 
crop 
condition; rain much needed for fall 
plowing and seeding; frost Sept 
15 
did little damage.

Spain and th e United Staten Must M ake 
New Arrangem ents. 
W a s h in g to n , Sept 19.—Spain and 
the United States have notified col­ 
lectors to exact on im portations from 
the other country the rate of duty in 
force before the Blaine reciprocity 
arrangem ent, and the Cuban planters 
i 
are bringing such pressure on the 
Cortes th at a new treaty may result. 
This will not be done easily, however. 
Spain m ust sacrifice a part of the 
duties on American products, while 
the prospective loss on imported sugar 
to the C hitted States, when the rev­ 
enue is so badly needed, will greatly 
endanger the chances of a successful 
accomplishment.

where a Chinese squadron was cover­ 
ing the. landing of a large force. The

In the 
fighting th a t followed the Chinese 
w arship Ciien Yuen was sunk by the 
fire from the attacking fleet. 
The 
Yang Weir, also belonging to the 
Chinese squadron, in attem pting to get 
out of the range of fire or in ma­ 
neuvering for a position, 
was run 
aground, where it remained. 
One 
other Chinese ship is reported to have 
been sunk. 
The Japanese are also re­ 
ported to have sustained a heavy loss, 
three of their vessels having been sunk 
by the fire from the Chinese. Admiral 
Ting and Major Hannikin are re­ 
ported having been killed during the 
attack. 
No estim ates are made of the 
losses by either side. 


L on d on , Sept. 19.—A dispatch re­ 
ceived here from Ping Yang, Corea, 
dated yesterday, says th at every hour 
adds to the crushing character of the 
Chinese defeat. 
It is added th a t the 


I first estim ates were slightly ucder the 
actual facts and the total of the Chin­ 
ese losses during the two days’ battle 
is said to be over 17, OOO men killed, 
wounded and prisoners. 
Japanese cavalry is continuing the 
pursuit of the Chinese who succeeded 
in escaping and detachm ent of troop­ 
ers continue bringing in squads of 
captured Chinese. 
The Chinese prisoners who were not 
wounded 
were 
paraded 
yesterday 
m orning in a circle of Japanese troops 
and it was seen th a t they numbered 
14,500. 
It is probable, however, th at 
this num ber will be increased during 
the next few days by the prisoners 
who are being constantly brought in. 
Many of the Chinese captured were 
found 
hiding in 
the 
quiet 
por­ 
tions of the city. 
Besides Gen. Tso Fonk-Wai, com­ 
mander-in-chief of the 
M anchunn 
army, who fought desperately to the 
last and only surrendered when he 
was badly wounded, the Japanese 
captured four other im portant com­ 
m anders of the Chinese forces—name­ 
ly, Gen. Tso Paok Woi, Gen. Wei Ink 
Wei, Gen. Nayn Kow Eng and Gen. 
Sei Kin Lin, p a rtia lly all the effec­ 
tive Chinese staff. The Chinese prison­ 
ers are to be sent to Japan in batches 
of 1,000 on board Japanese transports 
now a t anchor in the Ta T org river. 
The Times says: The new treaty be­ 
tween Great Britain and Japan fixes 
the duties on all articles imported into 
Japan exceeding an annual value of 
$50,000,000 a t a slightly increased rate, 
while Japan retains the rig h t to fix 
her own tariff on articles of lesser an­ 
nual value. The treaty will be in force 
for twelve years.

—The in­ 
vestigation of the Kerrville lynching 
received a new impetus yesterday 
when Bob McCarver, Sheriff McCar­ 
ver’s son, told ' how the affair was 
planned.

of 
Memphis, 
when 
Ned 
Smith, 
Jim 
Sisley, 
and 
Frank Berry m et Bob and Ed Mc­ 
Carver and discussed the lynching 
the W ednesday before it took place on 
Friday n ig h t 
Bob McCarver told the 
plot in substance: “I talked with Ned 
Smith in the front 
room 
of my 
brother’s vacant grocery store tw o 
days before the killing. 
My brother. 
Frank Berry, and Jim Sisley were 
in another room. 
Smith called me 
to one side and asked me to go up 
to Kerrville w ith him aud told w hat 
was going to be done. 
Sisley said: 
T d not ask Batch, as he m ight get 
into trouble.’ 
Smith said he would 
not ask me if he thought it woald g et 
me into trouble, b a t there would be 
no trouble. 
Smith then said they 
would catch the 
barn-burners and 
lynch them. 
Smith further stated 
they had Richardson employed to 
make the arrests. 
Richardson was to 
have the men in charge and bring 
them toward Memphis in a wagon. 
Smith told me if I concluded to go 
w ith them to come to his house in a 
buggy the mofning before. 
He also 
said the w arrants had been sworn out 
and he did not think any trouble 
would follow the lynching.”

An Improved Alloy. 
Fifty parts of copper, forty parts OI 
zinc alu minum in the proportion of 
two and a half per cent of the whole 
are taken. 
This is one example,, but 
others may be obtained by varying 
the amounts of copper and zinc to the 
same proportion of aluminum. 
The mode of preparation of the alloy 
varies: 
For a hard metal, the copper 
and aluminum are first mixed to form 
a copper alloy and the zinc added in 
small pieces during continuoua agita* 
tion of the molten mass. 
This gives a reddish alloy that takes 
a high polish. 
For a ductile metal 
the zinc and aluminum are first mixed 
and the copper then added.

gives an alloy resembling brass.

both cases the metal is claimed to be 
non-oxidizable, 
proof 
against sea 
water, and, to a large extent, against 
acids.—D. W. Sugg, London.
